Is concern 
growing? Among -what groups? Hbw fiiuch popular support/resistance 
to anti-alcohol measures is likely? Is the drinking culture 
impervious to change? 

We are more interested in your views on #1 and #2 than on 
#3. We are also interested in any ideas you have about how these 
attitudinal questions could be researched further.

Dear Sir: 

Several months ago, I submitted a proposal to conduct a study, on alcohol 
abuse in the USSR. My research project on this important problem, which is 
one of the most serious challenges to the Soviet economy and social order* 
has included such topics as the incidence of alcoholism, consumption of alcohol, 
alcohol related crime and juvenile delinquence,the family violence, indust rial 
and military accidents, DWI s, suicide, morbidity and mortality. I also intend 
to discuss the causes of Russian heavy drinking and societal responses to 
alcohol abuse. To cover so many important subjects it is necessary to conduct 
a large comprehensive study ,which-according to my estimation-should be about 
700 typed pages long. An estimation of the Soviet alcohol related economic 
losses will be the last section of this manuscript. 

I expected that the agency would express an interest to such a crucial but 
I still o bscure -problem. 

STAT However J [from your agency, has informed me that "might be in the 

future" I would be invited to present a paper on the subject. In other words, 
she actually turned my project on the comprehensive study, down. 

I sincerely hope that the CIA will reconsider my proposal. I am an expert in 
the field and the author of more than hundred publications on the subject.
